E. Wright 
g ave the fourth in his series of lec­ 
tures on “ The Literary Christ,” 
tin' 
address being given at 
the 
Bible 
meeting of the Christian church. 
His 
address, which touched on the phase, 
, "The Authority of the Character ot 
Christ,” is g iven below: 
Authority is a strang e word. 
As a 
'quality it is nearly always imputed 
to the one possessed with it. 
By ac­ 
cident of birth a monarch is invested 
with authority over his people. When 
they* are ready to divest him of this 
they have often done so. The scholar 
has an acquired authority by virtue 
of his long and painstaking 
study 
He is often called on 
for 
expert 
opinion. 
This quality is not 
often 
found in characters of fiction; that 
is, it is not attributed to them to a 
very great degree. 
Let me mention 
that authority that comes from good­ 
ness, inerrancy of speech and life. 
'I here is yet another authority, that 
which is deleg ated to an officer by 
his election to office by tho people. 
Now we are told that .J esus taught 
wiih authority and not as the scribes. 
Under which of these will bis author­ 
ity come? 
Or is there a combination 
of two or three of them in him? 
He was not invested with the au­ 
thority of a potentai_; it is also ap­ 
parent that lie was not a scholar in 
the commonly accepted sense of the 
word. 
Yet his words do fall with all 
the weig ht of truth 
and 
wisdom. 
Whence is it? 
Remember 
he was 
slain at the age of 33. 
He could not 
have come to his conclusions by long 
thought made possible bv a long life 
of study, contemplation, 
and 
experi­ 
ence. 
You have no doubt been struck by 
the boldness of the Sermon on the

authoritative. 
He 
supersedes 
the 
“ eye for an eye” letter with the spir­ 
it of non-resistance to evil. 
He says 
nothing about the holy of holies, new 
moons or Sabbaths; 
lie simply ig­ 
nores all the J ewish ceremonialism 
and supplants it with, 
"I say unto 
you unless your 
rig hteousness 
ex­ 
ceeds the rig hteousness of the scribes 
and pharisees ye cannot 
enter 
the 
kingdom 
of 
heaven.” 
Thing s 
that 
were ethnic and provincial were set 
aside for tilings that were universal. 
No more 
daring 
speech 
was 
ever 
made than the Sermon o:i the .Mount. 
It has been the text 
for 
rig hteous try it 
living wherevtr it is 
known 
from 
that time to the 
present. 
It 
will 
probably continue to be to the end 
ef time. 
When we bear in mind 
that the 
man who delivered this speech was 
jiust above thirty years of ag e it is a 
very remarkable production to say the 
least. 
While we do not assume any­ 
thing about him, the question keeps 
uppermost in our 
minds, 
“ Whose 
son is he? ” 
To give to ihe writer of 
the four g ospels the literary skill and 
honor of producing this master piece 
of writing is to g ive to them about all 
that is attributed to J esus. 
It seems 
much 
the easier disposition of the 
matter to believe that these humble 
men wrote what they saw and heard, 
and that J esus is all that he claims 
to be.
